select their own costumes. The crown 
appoints a special official, whose duty 
it is to see that the noble guests are 


properly attired. It is within this 
official's power to refuse admission 
to defaulters, no matter what their 


rank; and at the coronation of King 
Edward one peer was actually exclud- 
ed from the ceremony because he had 


endeavored to assert his independence | 


in some trifling detail of attire. 
Dukes must don robes or mantles 
f crimson velvet, edged with mini- 
ver, and their capes must be furred 
with miniver pure, and powdered 
with four bars or rows of ermine—i.e. 
narrow pieces of black fur. Their 
noble wives will only pass the crown 
official in safety if, over full court 
jress, their ducal capes are powdered 
with four rows of ermine, with a five. 


inch-broad edging, a two-yard train 
and a coronet consisting of eight 
strawberry leaves, all of equal 
length, above the rim. And go on, 
from dukes and duchesses down to 
barons and baronesses 

The different grades of the peers 
may be detected by the number of 
rows of ermine on their cloaks As 
has already been stated, dukes at 
entitled to wear four The other 
peers wear; Morquises, three rows 
and a half; earls, three rows; vis 
counts, two rows and a half; barons 
two rows. 

The degrees of peeresses » on th 
other hand, are shown by the length 


Thes 
are prescribed by the Earl Marshal 
as follows: Duchosses, two yards;

quarters; countesses, one yard and 
a half; viscountesses, one yard and » 
quarter; baronesses, one ard.

Once upon a time he is said 
to have been offered a position in the 
Cabinet of Canada—but refused it! 
He is credited with having pulled the 
James Ross interests in the Dominion 
Coal Co. out of the large hole they 
got into over the litigation with Do- 
minion Iron and Steel. At any rate | 
Mr. Ross sold out his fifty thousand 
shares or so for $5,000,000, within 
twelve months after the Privy Coun- | 
cil’s adverse decision. Cahan was 
invisible; but he was the man behind. 

Once he was an editor; that was 
after graduating from Dalhousie in 
1846. when he became associate-editor 
of The Herald and Mail in Halifax.

KILLED AT NIAGARA. | 


Hundreds of Wild Fowl Swep’ Over 
Falls Each Season of Migration. | 


Since the construction cf the great 
hg tunnel at Niagara there has 

en an annual ice bridge in the gorge 
just below the falla. | 

The big tunnel has its outlet under 
the first steel arch bridge. The water 
rushing out forms a powerful cross- | 
current, which for two-thirds of the) 
distance across the gorge acts as a 
dam, catching the broken ice which 
comes over the falls and carrying it 
to the Canadian side of the river., 
There it is caught by an eddy aod 
borne again up the river. If much ice 
is running over the falls in time a 
solid jam is formed, which if the 
weather is right, soon freezes into a 
compact mass, 

As soon as the bridge is strong 
enough a trail is made across it. 
Along this trail there quickly appear 
a row of shacks in which venders of 
peanuts, soft drinks and Canadian 
whisky-—chiefly the last—do a thriving 
business, 

Here the saloonkeeper may sell his 
wares, usually without regard fer rev- 
enue, license or Sunday laws. He is 
usually wise enough to erect his shack 
somewhere near the cent » of the riv- 
er so that he is on the international 
boundary line. At any rate he is rare- 
ly if ever bothered, 

It is not an uncommon sight to see 
a score or more of wild fowl hanging 
from a string across the front of the 
bars. They are on sale. If you hap- 
pen tw Le 4 sportsman you will nat- 
urally wonder how these birds were 
obtained, for examine them as care) 
fully as you may you will! fail to dis- 
cover a place v here a shot has entered 
their bodies. 

After you bave bought a drink or 
two the man who owns the ducks will 
doubtless enlighten you on the sub- 
ject. He will probably take you cff 
the trail over near the edge of the 
bridge facing upstream and point out 
to you several other feathered forms, 
either .oating about in the water or 
washed up on the edge of the ice 
jam, | 
He will show you, perhaps, some 
birds which are still alive, but too 
crippled to fly away. Then after he 
has drawn your attention to some of 
thess he will point significantly to} 
the roaring falls around the bend 
above and say: “Got swept over last 
tight in the windstorm.” 

If you happen to be talking to a 
man who knows about wild fowl he 
will tell you that each year hundreds 
and hundreds of ducks new to the 
upp rc river are carried over the fal.s 
at night while roosting. He will tell 
you that whole flocks at a time have 
been known to come te such a fate, 
and that he himself has perhaps pick- 
ed as many as 40 ducks out of the 
river in a single morning. 

Some, he will tell you, have been 
killed by flying up the gorge at night 
and into the falls; but this is some- 
what doubtful. Most of the birds are 
destroyed by drifting down stream in 
the upper river, suddenly becoming 
terrified by the water giving way be- 
neath them and whirling helpless. y 
downward to their death.

Prof. E. J. Sacco, Ontario Govern- 
ment officer at Toronto Union Station 
for Italian immigrants, in his annual 
report stated that the restrictions by 
the Dominion Government last year 
deterred 2,500 Italians from entering 
Canada. 

Last year 442 Italians registered at 
the Union Station as new arrivals 
from Italy. The office found work for 
a total of 1,078 Italians in the pro- 
vince, Six hundred and twenty-three 
left Toronto to return to Italy. 

The sum of $1,800 was received from 
various companies as compensation to 
Italians injured while at work.

S1R GEORGE GIBBONS HAS DONE 
MUCH FOR CANADA. 


Chairman of the Canadian Section of 
the Waterways Commission Has 
Been for Many Years sn Energetic 
Worker In Behalf of His Native 
Town and His Country—Might 
Have Gone to High Court. 


Sir George Gibbons, who has for 
many years been a resident of Lon- 
don, Ont., was born in St. Catharines, 
on July 2nd, 1848. He got his educa- 
tion at the St. Catharines Collegiate 
Institute Grammar School and at 
Upper Canada College, Toronto. He 
took up law as a profession and was

called to the bar in 1869. His tireless 
energy, his broad public spirit and 
love of manly sports have made him 
a popular citizen and one of Canada’s 
beat known men.

Lougheed resumed the debate on the 
rain bill. An examination of the 
vill showed that a commission was to/ 
be appointed to deal with the grain 
question. The government had given 
much attention to grain inspection, 
but had not succeeded so far in check.

Senator Lougheed — said he hoped 
that partisan consideration would not 
enter into the question in selecting 
the three gentlemen who will form 
the committee. He thought that the 
committee should be self-supporting. 

Senator Douglas described the oper- 
ation of milling inferior and treated 
wheat with sound, high-grade wheat, 
for the purpose of bringing up the 
grade and selling value. The effect 
was to defraud the purchaser and in-) 
jure the reputation of all Canadian 

rain in Liverpool, and in that way 
njured the farmers. Some held that 
mixing was a legitimate practice. He 
held that it was nefarious. 

He had heard in Winnipeg the re- 

ort that an effort would be made to 
egalize the practice of mixing. If 
such a proposal was made it should 
be refused. The bill under considera- 
tion seemed to provide machinery to 
remedy the practices complained of.

The gov- 
ernment proposes to deprive the lords 
of the veto power forthwith, but post- 
pones the reform which the bill's pre- 
jamble asserts necessary to an inde- 
finite future.

| As we come to Elijah’s farewell to 
jearth for the present we might with 
great profit review and ponder his di- 
rect messages from the Lord, which, 
if I have counted correctly, were just 
eight (1 Kings xvii, 2, 8; xviii, 1; xx, 
9, xxi, 17, 28; IT Kings i, 2, 15). In 
the previous chapter in connection 
with the messages from heaven to 
Elijah notice how God observes all 
that is done for or against Him, and 
also how He tells His servants when 
to go or stay. “The ways of man are 
before the eyes of the Lord, and He 
pondereth all his goings’’ (Prov. v, 21). 
Note the fire from heaven in chapter 
i, 10, 12, and compare Rev. vi, 5 

We should have noticed in last les- 
son the penitence of Ahab and the 
Lord’s forbearance and long suffering 
(1 Kings xxi, 27-29). Truly He is not 


willing that any ‘should perish (II 
Pet. ini, 9). 
Now we came in our lesson of to- 


day to something wholly unique in the 
Bible story, for, although Enoch also 
was translated, we have no record of 
the incidents connected therewith 
Only these two have ever left the earth 
without dying, but a great company 
{will have this privilege when Jesus 
shall come to the air for His chureh 
(I Cor, xv. 51, 52; IT Thess, iv, 16-18) 
There is a fearful record in Rev. xix, 
20, of two men who shall be cast into 
the lake of fire without dying. 

This lesson story of the translation 
of Elijah and the beautiful devotion 
of Elisha is one of the most fascinat- 
ing in Scripture and intensely prac- 
tical, They are more intimately as- 
sociated here than anywhere else, and 
mentioned 


}their names, which are 

over twenty times in our lesson and 
lsignify “My God is Jehovah” and 
“My God is salvation,” are so sug- 
gestive of Him with whom they both 


walked. 

Elisha’s oft repeated “As the Lord 
liveth and as thy soul liveth I will 
not leave thee’ (verses 2, 4, 6) remind 
us of the devotion of Ruth to Naomi 
and of Ittai to David for the sake of 
the God of Israel (Ruth i, 16, 17; IL

All this indicates progress in the 
divine life, but there is always more 
for us to enjoy, and we will increas- 
ingly possess our possessions if we 
'whole heartedly follow on (Obad. 
xvii; Hos. vi, 3) 

To Elijah’s question, “Ask what I 
shall do for thee,”’ Elisha promtply re- 
plied, ‘Let a double portion of thy 
spirit be upon me" (verse 9). When 
Elijah considered what he had passed 
lthrough we do not wonder that he 
said to the man who wanted a double 
portion of his spirit, “Thou has asked 


a hard thing.” Few are filled with 
the spirit just for that reason. It is a 
lhard thing—not hard for God to 


grant, but for us to be willing to re- 
leeive, according to Luke xiv, 26, 27, 
|33. Many are called, but few are 
chosen, for the same reason. 

I have often tried to picture these 
two men as they walked on together. 
We may not know which way Elijah 
looked, but there can be no doubt 
about Elisha, for his receiving his 
heart's desire depended upon his see- 


ing Elijah when he was taken from 
him. How could there be a more 
steadfast beholding of a person? If 


we looked up as steadfastly into heav- 
fen as Stephen did (Acts vi, 55) there 
|would be more of Jesus seen in our 
jour lives,
